THE  Cummings  family  is  of  Scotch  origin.  The  name  appears  in 
every  crisis  of  Scotland's  history,  but  not  always  spelieci  the  same 
Comvn,  Cumvn,  Comin,  Commins,  Cummins,  and  finally  as  it  has  de- 
scended to  us,  Cummings.  Unfortunately  our  ancestors  ■■..ere  not  always  on 
the  right  political  side,  as  we  regard  the  rights  of  men  and  nations  today,  but 
over  this  we  will  throw  the  mantle  of  charity,  remembering  Lincoln*s  words, 
"As  God  gives  us  to  see  the  right."  Certain  it  is,  that  their  mailed  hand- 
dealt  good   stout   blows. 

"Their  good  swords  rust,  their  bones  are  dust, 
Their  souls  are  with  the  saints,  we  trust." 

To  the  antiquarian  belongs  the  task  of  presenting  their  composite  pic- 
ture to  us.  It  need  not  be  worked  out  in  detail,  a  few  bold  touches  will 
present  to  us  the   rugged   picture  which  we  call   "Cummings." 

The  ancestors,  of  our  branch  of  the  Cummings  family  were  William 
Cummings  and  Lydia  Porter,  who  were  married  in  Scotland  and  err.ijrrated 
to/  America  about  1766.  William  Cummings  espoused  the  cause  of  the 
Colonies  when  the  Revolution  broke  out  and  served  with  Washington  in 
the  army,  taking  part  in  the  battle  of  Brandy  Wine.  Though  a  survivor 
of  the  battle,   his   death  was   due   co  that   engagement. 

His  only  child  was  William  Cummings.  Although  early  orphaned,  his 
childhood  was  a  happy  one,  as  he  was  tenderly  cared  for  bv  his  mother, 
who,  after  some  years  had  elapsed,  married  a  Mr.  Landes.  His  only  ;i:-ter. 
Lydia  Landes,  and  Mr.  Landes  were  invariably  spoken  of  in  terms  of  affec- 
tion  and   respect. 

His  education  was  not  neglected,  especially  his  theological  education. 
We  get  a  glimpse  of  Scotch  Presbyterianism  when  we  note  that  he  not  only 
memorized  the  "Shorter  Catechism,"  but  the  "Larger  Catechism"  also,  and 
was  familiar  with  the  theological  writers  of  his  day.  His  college  education 
came  to  a  close  without  graduation.  The  expense  of  giving  a  home  and 
especially  the  necessary  personal  care  to  two  orphan  boys  decided  him  to 
forego  the  coveted  diploma.  The  boys  did  not  disappoint  him.  Both  became 
useful  citizens,  one  a  Baptist  minister.  Lydia  Landes  married  a  Mr.  Hen- 
dricks.    She  died   early.     None  knew   Wm.   Cummings   but  to   love   him. 

He  married  Catherine  Chambers  in  Pennsylvania.  Iler  parents  were 
Scotch-Irish  who  had  emigrated  to  America  before  the  Revolution.  Mr. 
Chambers  sacrificed  a  large  fortune  in  assisting  the  colonies  in  the  War  of 
Independence.  Her  mother's  maiden  name  was  Margaret  Buchanan,  a  near 
relative  of  President  Buchanan.  A  second  cousin  of  his  was  cared  for  in  hi- 
old  age  in  the  home  of  Stephen  Chambers  Cummings.  She  was  first  mar- 
ried to  Mr.  Caldwell  and  had  one  son,  Robert  Caldwell,  when  she  married 
Mr.  Chambers.  Mr.  Chambers  by  a  previous  marriage  had  a  daughter, 
Mrs.  Kennedy,  and  two  sons.  The  children  of  Mr.  Chambers  and  Margaret 
Buchanan  were  Isabella  (Mrs.  Pillars),  Catherine  (Mrs.  Cummings  I,  Nancy 
(Mrs.  Pillars)    and   Stephen. 

Shortly  after  their  marriage  they  moved  to  Holliday's  Cove,  Va.,  where 
the  children  were  born  and  grew  up.  Afterwards  the  family  removed  to 
Ohio,  near  Waterford,  now  Uhrichsville,  where  they  continued  to  reside  un- 
til death.  They  were  interested'  in  everything  which  concerned  the  church, 
the  school  and  good  citizenship. 

Their  children,  who  grew  to  mature  life,  were  George,  James,  William. 
Nancy,  John,  Robert,  Margeret  and  Stephen.  Two  children  died  in  infancy 
and   Lydai,   eldest  daughter,   at  the  age  of  seven.

THOSE  of  us  of  the  latter  days  should  be,  and  doubtless  are,  much   in- 
terested in  the  "kind  of  men   and  women"  our  forebears  were.     The 
writer  personally  has   personal    knowledge  of   those  of  the  third    and 
fourth  generations  and   reliable  information  of  those  who  preceded   for  two 
or  three  generations.     Theie  are  the  strong  characteristics  of  our  ancestors, 
both  on  the  male   and   female  sides: 

An  intensity  of  purpose — manifesting  itself  in 

a.  A  deeply  religious  nature. 

b.  An  exalted   regard   for  education. 

c.  A  strong  love  of  home. 

d.  A   fervid    patriotism. 

e.  An   independence   of  character. 

f.  As  leaders  in  all  true  reforms  of  "their  day." 

g.  A  sober  and  industrious   life. 

In  their  thoughts  and  lives  the  Home,  the  Church,  the  School  and  the 
State  were  preeminent.  For  these  they  gave  of  their  best — time,  monev, 
effort,  and  when  called  for  the  "last  full  measure  of  their  lives.*'  An  ir- 
religious, uneducated,  unpatriotic  member  of  the  clan — by  whatever  name 
known — has  never  been.  The  Divorce  Court  is  unknown  among  us.  Mar- 
riage is  sacred  and  holds  with  us  "until  death  doth  you  part."  Our  people 
have  been  sober,  industrious,  frugal,  but  Solomon's  prayer,  "Give  me  neither 
poverty  nor   riches,"  has   been    answered   among   our   folks. 

The  prevailing  religious  belief  in  the  earlier  generations  was  largelv 
Calvanistic  of  the  Presbyterian  type,  but  in  these  latter  days,  under  dif- 
ferent surroundings  and  particularly  on  account  of  inter-marriage,  our 
people  are  to  be  found  worthy  members  of  nearly  all  of  our  Protestant 
churches.  Three  answered  the  call  to  the  ministry — Rev.  John  Wallace 
Cummings,  D.  D.;  Rev.  James  Harvey  Guthrie,  Rev.  John  Ellsworth  Cum- 
mings,  D.  D. ;  many  have  been  and  still  are  elders,  class  leaders,  superin- 
tendents, teachers.  This  religious  nature  seems  to  have  been  characteristics  of 
our  "clan"  even  in  the  days  of  Sir  Walter  Scott.  Rev.  H.  V.  Comin,  D.  D.,  a 
Presbyterian  minister  of  LeMars,  Iowa,  kindly  handed  me  the  following, 
which  is  from  the  pen  of  the  great  Scotch  novelist: 

"Talk  not  to  me  of  odds  or  match; 

When  Comyn  died,  three  hundred  daggers  clashed  within  his  side. 

Talk  not  to  me  of  sheltering  hall; 

The  Church  of  God  saw  Comyn  fall. 

On  God's  own  altar  streamed   his   blood, 

While  o'er  his  prostrate  body  stood 
The  ruthless  murderer  even   as  now, 

With  armed   hand   and  scornful   brow."

WE  shall  make  no  attempt  to  record  the  occupations  or  professions  of  the 
members  of  the  Family  nor  give  any  personal  characteristics.  It  will 
be  sufficient  to  say  here  that  the  farm  attracted  most  of  the  early 
members  while  in  these  latter  days  the  farm  still  holds  a  goodly  number. 
Most  of  the  trades  are  represented.  Then  there  are  merchants,  doctors, 
teachers  and   last,  but  not  least,  preachers.

BEFORE  the  Civil  War  and  the  birth  of  the  Republican  Party  most  of 
our  people  were  Whigs — then  Republicans — but  there  were  a  few 
Democrats.  During  the  Civil  War  all  of  our  people  were  intensely 
patriotic  and  loyal  to  the  cause  of  the  north  and  with  only  a  very  few 
exceptions  all  the  male  members  of  proper  age  enlisted  in  the  army.  The 
Third  Generation  did  its  part  in  the  destruction  of  Slavery  and  the  Fourth 
Generation  has  been  verv  active  in  the  destruction  of  the  Saloon.

THE   first   "Cummings   Reunion"    was   held   on    the   lawn   of   Wesley    S. 
Cummings  of  Pleasant  Valley,  August  15,  1912,  and  the  following  \- 
an  extract  from  a   paper   read   by  Rev.   J.   E.   Cummings,   D.   D.,   of 
Council  Bluffs,  Iowa,  possibly  some  of  it  is  Legendary: 

"In  the  wake  of  William  the  Conqueror  they  came  from  France  to  Brit- 
ain in  1066  and  settled  in  the  Border  Land,  taking  their  full  share  in  the 
fights,  forays  and  frays  of  that  interesting  time  and  period.  They  were  a 
religious  people  and  we  trace  them  to  and  from  Palestine  during  the  Cru- 
sades. 

"They  did  their  full  share  in  making  Scottish  history  in  the  'Days  of 
Bruce.'  The  head  of  the  clan  espoused  the  cause  of  his  uncle — Baliol — 
and  met  death  at  the  hands  of  Robert  Bruce.  Later,  said  our  historian,  a 
truce  was  effected  by  the  marriage  of  William  Cummings  and  Katherine 
Wallace. 

"Whether  our  ancestors  signed  the  Solemn  League  and  Covenant  our  his- 
torian could  not  say  beyond  a  peradventure.  As  it  was  his  good  fortune 
to  have  seen  that  interesting  document,  he  told  us  that  the  writing  would 
indicate   that  they   had. 

"During  the  Civil  War  the  family  was  well  represented  'at  the  front.' 
One  sleeps  on  a  southern  battlefield,  two  returned  with  shattered  health, 
one  to  fill  an  early  grave,  the  other  to  suffer  long  from  the  effects  of  a  wound 
and  others  to  recall  by  fireside  many  a   recollection  of  stirring  scenes. 

"But  peace  hath  her  victories  as  well  as  war  and  our  historian  dwelt 
on  these.  We  learned  or  rather  listened  to  the  fact  that  the  Cummings 
family  stood  for  patriotism,  education,  temperance  and  religion  and  that 
there  is  never  any  trouble  in  knowing  just  where  they  stand. 

"Your  reporter  forgot  to  tell,  but  the  historian  did  not,  that  our  great- 
grandfather contributed  twenty-five  hundred  pounds  in  gold  to  the  Revolu- 
tionary cause  and  was  paid  with  four  cents  on  the  dollar  in  Continental 
money.     That  may   account   for  our   patriotism   and   povertv." 


A  fHiBapprdtrnstflu  (£nrrrrtp& 

THE   general   opinion   of   the   Scotch-Irish   race   is   that   it   is    a   mongrel 
race — part  Scotch,   part   Irish,   a   cross   between    ancient   Scot   and   the 
ancient    Celt.     This    is    a    great    error.     The    Scotch-Irish    man    is    as 
pure  "Scotch"  as  if  he  had  been  born  in  Scotland. 

"The  Scotch-Irishman  is  a  Lowland  Scot  whose  ancestors  moved  into 
the  north  of  Ireland  in  the  last  half  of  the  seventeenth  century  and  settled 
chiefly  in  the  Province  of  Ulster.  This  migration  was  due  largely  to  re- 
ligious persecutions  in  Scotland.  They  were  Calvanists  and  Presbyterians 
almost  to  a  man  and  people  who  had  suffered  much  for  their  faith." 

I  write  this  that  we  may  know  that  our  ancestors  from  Europe  were 
Scotch  and  not  Scotch  and  Irish. 


WHAT  of  those  who  have  come  to  us  bv  marriage  and  have  been 
grafted  on  the  "family  tree?"  It  certainly  is  a  great  pleasure  to 
the  writer  to  have  the  privilege  of  saying  here  that  the  "Cummings 
Family  Tree"  has  not  been  enfeebled  or  its  fruits  deteriorated  by  this  graft- 
ing process.  The  same  "good  things"  we  have  been  recounting  of  "our- 
selves" may  be  as  truly  said  of  them.  They  were  and  are  today  of  the 
"same  kind"  as  those  who  bear  the  original  name.  They,  too,  did  nobly 
their  part  in  conquering  the  savage,  the  wilderness  and  establishing  Chris- 
tian civilization.     We  are  proud  of  them  and  welcome  them  to  our  number.

AS  a  parting  word,  may  I  say  that  while  modern  life  and  new  condi- 
tions have  greatly  changed,  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say 
that  "all  of  the  best  of  us  are  not  under  the  sod."  The  "old  type" 
still  persists  in  the  younger  generations  and  those  grand  and  noble  virtues 
of  our  ancestors  may  still  be  found  among  us  not  diminished.  Let  us  hope 
they  may  never  be,  but  that  "the  shades  of  our  faithful  and  heroic  ancestors 
may  long  hover  over  us"  and  that  we  may  be  worthy  descendants. 

This  has  been  a  labor  of  love  and  not  sacrifice,  and  I  shall  be  many 
fold  repaid  if  what  is  written  and  collected  in  this  book  only  serves  to  unify 
us,  to  give  up  pride  in  our  name  and  a  desire  to  emulate  in  deeds  the  vir- 
tues of  those  who  have  gone  on  before,  and  a  determination  never  to  sully 
the   escutcheon  of  our   ancestors.

The    motto   is  a    time    honored    sentiment,    used  by  the  family  as   a  j 
war  cry  or   slogan. 

Symbolism:  The  Field  of  the  shield  blue  asserts  the  character  of 
the  first  bearer  of  the  arms.  When  the  arms  are  formed  of  jewels, 
azure  or  blue,  made  of  sapphires,  signifies  faithfulness,  "true  blue,"" 
sincerity,  peace,  loyalty.  It  is  the  Blessed  Virgin's  color  and  the  color  of 
the  sky  in  fair  weather. 

The  golden  "Garbs"  of  wheat  mean  wealth.  The  Cummins  upon 
whom  this  coat  or  arms  was  conferred  by  his  sovereign  for  some  public 
service  was  blessed  with  plenty,  abundance  and  great  prosperity.  The 
girb  also  signifies  collectivism,  and  fellow  soldiers  holding  their  land  by 
the  sword. 

The  Lion  Rampant  means  courage,  majesty  and  strength, 
the  symbolism  of  command. 

'     The  Dagger  or  short  sword  denotes  justice,   punishment   of  rebels  and 
traitors. 

The  Supporters  came  from  the  practice  of  Knights  at  tournaments  hav- 
ing their  shields  supported  or  held  by  retainers,  disguised  in  this  instance 
as  horses.  Supporters  area  comparatively  modern  adjunct  in  heraldry  and 
confined  to  persons  of  the  highest  distinction.  The  horse  typifies  loyalty 
readiness,  fitness  and  preparedness  for  service  and  celerity.

THE  compiler  does  not  vouch  for  the  historical  accuracy  of  all  the 
statements.  Unquestionably  we  descend  from  Adam,  for  I  do 
not  accept  the  fish  storv  of  modern  evolution.  Our  next  ancestor  is 
Seth,  8th  Enoch,  9th  Methuselah,  llthNoah,  L2th  Japheth.  Our  ancestors 
then  began  to  trek  n  irthward  and  then  westward,  and  have  been  going 
west  ever  since.  It  is  very  probable  that  they  tarried  awhile  in  Greece. 
Tradition  now  begins.  It  is  said  on  the  authority  of  a  library  at  Rome 
that  the  family  lived  from  1  A.  D.  to  400  A.  D  in  Lombard},  Italy,  taking 
part  in  the  Great  Hearth  war.  If  this  ba  correct,  the  Clan  would  be  found 
just  south  of  the  Alps,  in  the  territory  of  Cenomani,  from  there  they 
crossed  the  Alps  to-  Provence.  South  France,  thence  to  the  Gironde,  thence 
to  Comines  near  Lille  in  North  France,  where  the  name  probably  origi- 
nated or  into  some  semMance  of  its  present  form.  Here  in  a  Chateau 
in  1445  was  born  Phillip  de  Comines  or  Comynes.  The  name  has  many 
variations:  Comyn,  Cuimein,  Cumyn,  Cumean,  Cumines,  Cumin,  Cummin, 
Cummins,  Dimming,  Cumn.ings. 

Our  branch  of  the  Clan  followed  William  the  Conqueror  from  Norman- 
dy to  Britain  in  1066  taking  part  in  the  battle  of  Hastings.  In  1069  Robert 
of  Comings  or  Comyn  was  sent  by  William  the  Conqueror  with  TOO 
horsemen  to  take  Durham,  but  lost  the  battle  and  was  killed.  His  son 
William  later  b-cames  C'.uncellor.  It  is  said  that  one  of  the  Clan  took 
part  in  the  crusades.  The  home  of  the  Clan  became  to  be  in  Badenoch, 
in  the  southeast  part  of  Ivernesshire,  a  wild  mountainous  country,  poorly 
inhabited. 

William  Cumyn  is  the  first  authentically  named  in  Scotch  history 
He  migrated  from  England  to  Scotland  under  King  David  I  and  became 
Chancellor  of   Scotland  under  King  Henry  in  1183. 

Another  Cummins  was  prominent  in  England  under  Malcom  III. 
He  was  slam  in  the  battle  of  Ainwick  in  1093,  leaving  two  sons.  John 
and  William.     John    became    Bishop  of  Durham. 

Another  Cummins,  Lord  of  Tyndal,  married  the  heiress  of  Fegus. 
last  of  the  Earls  of  Buchan  and  became  Earl  of  Buchan  in  1220. 

Richard  Cumyn  is  said  to  be  the  real  founder  of  the  Clan  in  Scotland. 
He  rose  high  under  the  banner  of  William  the  Lion.  He  married 
Hexatilda,  the  great  ^rand-daughter  of  the  gracious  King  Duncan  qi 
Macbeth. 

Practically  all  the  Clan  claim  to  be  descended  from  Sir  John  Cumin 
or  Comyn,  known  as  the  Red  Cumin,  Lord  of  Badenoch.  and  was  am- 
bassador to  France  in  1240.  His  son  John  Black.  Lord  of  Badenoch. 
was  inferior  to  no  one  in  Scotland  in  wealth  and  power.  He  supported 
Queen  Margaret,  daughter  of  Alexander  II.  On  her  death  he  became 
competitor  for  the  crown  claiming  to  be  son  of  John,  son  of  William, 
son  of  Hexatilda,  daughter  of  Gotherick,  son  of  Donald,  King  of 
Scotland. 


The  Lord  of  Badenoch  died  a  prisoner  in  England  in  12i»7,  leaving 
a  son  by  the  daughter  of  King  John  Baliol.  He  is  called  the  Red 
Cumin  and  was  said  to  be  an  artful,  ambitious  dissembler.  On  the  point 
of  betraying  Bruce,  was  killed  by  the  daggers  of  Bruce  and  Kirkpatrick 
in  1306,  in  the  church  at  Dumfries.  He  is  the  last  Cumin  to  be  called 
the    Lord   of  Badenoch       This  man    .vas  probably  our    ancestor. 

The  line  of  the  Earl  of  Buchan  flourishes.  Earl  William  founds 
Abbey  of  Deer.  He  was  the  great  Justiciar  of  Scotland  1220.  His 
brother  Walter  becomes  Earl  of  Monteith  by  marrying  an  heiress  of  that 
family.  The  Earl  of  Buchan  became  Regent  on  death  of 
Alexander     III. 

After  the  killing  of  Red  Cumin  by  Bruce,  the  Clan  swore  to  avenge 
his  death,  opposed  the  King  who  defeased  them  at  Barra  in  1248.  Their 
estates  were  forfeited  to  the  Keiths.  Hays  and  Douglas  families  who 
had  helped  win  at  Bannockburn.  The  only  son  of  Red  Cumin  married 
the  daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Pembroke.  To  their  descendants  came 
the  land  of  Iveralloclay.  Their  descendants  were  called  the  Cumins 
of  Cultur  1335.  A  number  of  the  Cumins  were  slain  in  the  feudal 
battle  of  Culbean.  A  monument  marks  the  spot.  The  Clan  is  now- 
represented  in  Scotland  by  the  Gordon  Cumn.ings  baronetcy  of  Gordon- 
stun  through  the  Cummings  of  Altyre,  wdio  intermarried  into  the  name 
and  arms  of  Gordon. 
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'    One    of  the    Clan    is  said    to  have   come  over  in   1H27  to     Plymouth 
Isaac  Cummings  came    to  Salem    in   1GS7.     His  descendants  are  numerous 
in  New  England.       The    family  history  is  in   Newberry  Library,  Chicago. 
The  traditions   are  much    the    same    as    ours    and    some    of  this  rata  is 
taken  from  his  book. 

Our  ancestor,  William  Cummings,  came  to  Shippenburg,  Pa.,  1766. 
Later  his  son  lived  near  Canonsburg,  thence  to  Hollidays  Cove,  W.  Va., 
moving  to  Waterford,   now  Uhrichsville,   Ohio,  about  1835. 

Of  Lydia  Porter's  family  I  know  nothing  beyond  the  j^uess  that  her 
father's  name  was  Andrew,  a  Captain  in  the  Revolution.  The  Porters 
at  Cadiz  were   her  relatives.

Wni  Cummings  "inlisted  May  12,  1777,"  Matros  in  Regt.  of  Artillery 
under  Brig  Gen.  Knox  seems  to  have  enlisted  under  Capt.  Andrew 
Porter  and  liter  under  Capt.  Isaac  Corbin  Penn,  Archives,  5  Filth  series 
pp  1085.  Thrown  from  horse  in  battle  of  Brandywine,  died  from  effects 
of  accident.  A  recent  statistician  says  from  "William  the  Conqueror  to 
now  one  would  have  1,073,741,828  ancestors,"  I  leave  the  tracing  of  the 
rest  to  others.
